mutual helps to each other, not only 
in the discovery, but also in the ex- 
tension of the knowledge of divine 
truth. And this important object we 
hope, in some degree at least, will be 
effected through the medium of the 
Christian Messenger. 

To effect this laudable purpose, how- 
ever, we must deny no one the right 
or the privilege of private judgment ; 
in all our communications endeavour 
to address the understanding rather 
than the passions, and much less the 
fears of our readers; and on every 
subject of controversy produce facts 
and sound argument, rather than de- 
clamation or mere harangue. 

Being conscious of our own fallibi- 
lity, and at the same time very sincere 
in what others may consider as heresy, 
we should never accuse any of acting 
from an improper motive. God alone 
seeth the heart: in whose judgment 
all actions are weighed; and to whom 
all must give an account.

It is possible that men may act from 
good motives, only under some very 
mistaken views, or from erroneous 
iy ecg when, to us (who judge 
only from outward appearance, and 
being ignorant perhaps of many cir- 
cumstances which have led to those 
actions) it would seem almost impos- 
sible. This shows the necessity of ex- 
ercising that charity which “ will cover 
the multitude of sins.” 1 Pet. iy. 8. 
The greatest evil which ever could 
have happened the christian world, as 
coming from man, is the denial of the 
right of private judgment in matters of 
faith, or, in other words, denying the 
liberty of conscience. To a sincere 
Christian, all other privations are small 
compared with this. But, neverthe- 
less, this evil is not to be wholly im- 
puted to any individual, nor yet to any 
one event. But, like every thing else 
which springs from the earth, the 
seeds were scattered when perhaps the 
growth was unknown ; they sprung up, 
and at first appeared perfectly harm- 
less; yet, almost imperceptibly one 
raised its towering head above the 
rest; spread abroad its © extended 
branches, hiding the genial rays from 
the perishing plants beneath, (which, 
though pining under its influence, had 
no means to stop its growth,) till /ife 
beneath its shadow become insupport- 
able! Yet all this evil, pourtrayed by 
the similitude above, when divided 
among the many concerned, may leave 
the guilt of each individual compara- 
tively small.

The words to which it 
is supposed I should object, are “ de- 
fore he came in the flesh.” I shall have 
however but little to say on this sub- 
ject, for several reasons: 1. The opi- 
nion is very modestly expressed ; 
“‘ the title appears,” &c. 2. Though de- 
cided, yetI am not very sanguine ina 
contrary opinion: 3. The error, on 
whichsoever side it lies, appears to 
me to be perfectly harmless. This 
opinion, therefore, unless I were able 
to prove it false, is, to say the least, 
entitled to respect. Nevertheless, as 
truth is always desirable whenever it 
can be obtained, (and no truths are 
more important than those which re- 
late to divinity,) I will endeavour to 
assist the reader by throwing some 
further light on the subject. 

If we would wish to ascertain the 
true meaning of the apostle, we must 
attend to the connection, and see the 
main subject on which he was speak- 
ing. The apostle was recommending 
a very important example of Christ to 
his brethren, which example, so far 
as the cases were similar, he wished 
them to follow. According to the 
constructién which I am disposed to 
follow, the example here recommended 
was plain and obvious to all who had 
been acquainted with Christ, or had 
even heard of his character: but ac- 
cording to the construction of T. the 
example consisted in an act, of the truth 
of which they had no knowledge uniess 
by divine revelation, contained in this 
and a few other passages of Scripture, 
which, to say the least, will certainly 
admit of a different construction.
